She adds that his .election is reveal- 
ed to her as a certainty. How- 
ever this may be, the prediction is 
rathor a remarkable ono to havo been 
made long before Governor Hayes had 
achieved any extended reputation or 
boon thought of by others in connection 
with the presidency.
